In its budget discussions, the 
board had before it proposals to 
increase the sum for salaries by 
IO per cent and to remove extra 
sums for mortgage reduction from 
the operating budget with capital 
funds to be raised by some other 
means. As adopted, the budgeted 
sum for salaries is about the same 
as that spent last year.

Former Senator Joseph R. 
Grundy, 98, Dies At His 
Summer Home In Nassau

NASSAU, Bahamas (AP) — Jo­ 
seph R. Grundy, former Republi­ 
can .senator from Pennsylvania 
whose name became an American 
synonym for conservative political 
policy, died Friday. He was 98 
His body leaves here by plane 
today for Bristol, Pa., where he 
launched a career in politics and 
business that made him for more 
than 25 years one of the nation’s 
best known lobbyists in behalf of 
manufacturers. 
Funeral services will be held 
Monday, most likely at his estate 
66 near Bristol, friends said.

Grundy held only a brief interim 
53 appointment to the Senate—but his 
417 * QMtspofceQ Mponaal of high lortfft^ 


and low taxes made the term 
“Grundyism” part of the nation’s 
political vocabulary. 
POWER IN PMA 
He once said 
he considered 
these principles “ next to religion” 
in his life. More liberal elements 
called “Grundyism” a synonym 
for “old guard” Republican rea 
soning. 
The major source of his power 
as a lobbyist and Republican lead­ 
er was the Pennsylvania manu­ 
facturers association. He was the 
principal founder of the associa­ 
tion near the turn of the century 
and he controlled it until his re 
tirement in 1947. 
Grundy was a Quaker, a bache­ 
lor, a millionaire who wore high- 
topped button shoes in his hey 
day. He owned woolen mills in 
Bristol which he inherited from 
his father and he was a descend­ 
ant of early English settlers along 
the Delaware River near Philadel 
phia. 
He had a knack for raising mon-

FIRE DESTROYS 
BLEVINS BARN; 
THIRD BIG FIRE 
AT EAST BERLIN 


Fire destroyed the bam of Paul 
Blevins. East Berlin R. 2. about 
11:20 o’clock Friday night. 
York Springs and East Berlin 
firemen each sent two pieces of 
apparatus to the farm located 
about midway between the two 
c o m m u n i t i e s off the Two 
Churches-East Berlin 
Rd. near 
the community of Germany. 
On their arrival firemen found 
the bam nearly consumed and 
confined their efforts to prevent­ 
ing spread of the fire to nearby 
structures. 
Paul Blevins said this morning 
that Gerald Hardy and his fam­ 
ily, who tenant the farm house, 
were asleep at the tim e and the 
blaze was discovered by a neigh­ 
bor, Roy Brown, who saw fire 
issuing from the barn. 
CARS CHOKE ROADS 
Blevins said he could give no 
estimate of loss this morning, 
but the entire bam was con­ 
sumed. along with a combine, 
com planter, wagon, an ensilage 
blower and a cultivator for a trac­ 
tor plus hay and grain stored in 
the bam. There were no cattle 
there. 
He said the loss is partially 
covered by insurance. 
York Springs firemen said great 
numbers of persons visited the 
scene and cars were parked “for 
more than a mile” along narrow 
roads leading to the farm. Some 
firemen said that additional fire 
equipment would have had a dif­ 
ficult time reaching the scene 
because of the parking of the 
spectators’ cars. 
FIRE MARSHAL CALLED 
County Fire Marshal John Mur- 
ren was called to start an investi­ 
gation into the cause of the fire. 
For East Berlin firemen the 
barn blaze marked a busy week 
of fire fighting. 
The East Berlin firemen were 
called Sunday night when a house 
burned with $25,000 loss near that 
community and rem ained at the 
scene there through much of Mon­ 
day. Early Wednesday morning 
they were called to the East Ber- 
im Flour and Feed Mills when 
fire caused $175,000 damage. They

FIRE INTO ENGINES 
Missiles from the Soviet plane 
ripped into the RB47’s No. 2 and 
No. 3 engines, located nearest the 
fuselage of the six-engine craft 
on the left wing.

When the Soviets fired, Olm- 
stead activated the RB47’s auto­

(AP) - 
The U.S. Bureau of Mines starts 
an investigation today in an ex 
plosion that killed 22 men in the 
Viking Coal Mine, 265 feet below 
the surface. 
The bureau’s notice of the in 
vest i gat ion, 
posted 
in a wash 
room, announced the mine was 
being closed because of “immi­ 
nent danger of reoccurrence of 
mine explosion from gas and/or 
dust.” 
Officials said they did not know 
the cause of the explosion that 
killed the men Thursday night. 
Miners reported that gas had 
seeped into the sloped shaft and 
that 
several 
small 
fires 
had 
flared since it was opened about 
a week ago. 
"GREEN DEVIL" 
Miners attributed the fires to 
“green devil” gas seeping from 
an abandoned section. The fires 
were put out before they reached 
dangerous quantities of coal dust. 
The burned and mutilated bod 
ies of the miners were brought 
out of the shaft Friday. Weeping 
wives and children of the victims 
had spent the night huddled in 
the cold near the shaft. Belt num 
hers were needed to identify the 
bodies 
R. E. Hudson of Rosedale, a 
state mine inspector who helped 
bring out the bodies, said, “They 
fell 
where they were working; 
only a couple tried to crawl—two 
of them got maybe 15 or 20 feet.” 
HAD INSURANCE 
Miners said each of the victims 
had $15,000 to $20,000 in life in 
surance under a checkoff plan. 
Charles Ferguson of Washington, 
United Mine Workers safety di 
rector, promised emergency help 
at once for any families left kl 
need. 
The UMW said the victims left 
52 dependents—widows and child 
ren. 
The victims included a father 
ion team, Chester B. Gummere, 
53, a master electrician, and Jack 
Gummere, 31. The younger man s 
widow, who is expecting her third 
child next month, said the two 
men 
worked 
together 
because 
“they were inseparable.” 
ONE SHAFT OPEN 
Closing of the Viking left only 
one deep shaft coal mine operat 
ing in the Terre Haute area. At 
the peak of operations 40 years 
ago there were 35. 
The Viking, opened in 1948, is 
in desolate 
hill 
country eight 
miles northwest of Terre Haute 
and 200 yards from the Wabash 
River. Its entire output moved by 
conveyor belt to the nearby Wa 
bash power plant of Public Serv­ 
ice Co. of Indiana. 
The mine employed about 200 
workers. There were only 44 in 
the shafts Thursday night, but 
half of them were far away from 
the point of the explosion and es 
caped without even hearing it.

The Bronte sisters, Emily Jane (18181848), Amie (1820-1848), 
and Charlotte (18161855), were the daughters of an Anglican 
clergyman of Irish birth. The sisters wrote under pseudonyms, 
and thetr identities were not generally known until after the 
deaths of Emily and Anne. 
Emily Bronte overcame every sort of discouragement in be­ 
coming the author of one of the world's greatest novels, W uther- 
mg Heights. In a poem that is a prayer, she expressed the fa*th 
that sustained her through life. These were the last lines she 
wrote for publication: 


No coward soul is mine. 
No trembler in the world’s storm-troubled sphere 
I see Heaven’s glories shine, 
And faith shines equal, arming me from fear. 


O God within my breast, 
Almight, every-present Deity! 
Life—that in me has rest, 
As I—undying Life—have power in Thee!

Unutterably vain worthless as withered weeds, 
Or idlest froth amid the boundless main. 


To waken doubt in one

In some herds the winter labor 
requirements are IO to 15 hours 
per cow. Work at the University 
of Connecticut has shown that this 
figure can be reduced consider­ 
ably. 
Over a five-month period, they 
were able to handle a 23-cow 
herd with only 2 06 hours labor 
per cow. The cattle were checked 
twice daily. In addition to check­ 
ing the cows, this time included 
repairs to bunker silo and gate, 
movng the gate, knocking down 
silage, removing spoiled silage, 
handling the silo cover, removing 
snow and manure, spraying and 
treating cattle for ailments, etc. 
EM PH A SIZED 3 POINTS 
With a larger herd, they say it 
is possible to minimize the labor 
to one minute per cow per day 
during the winter season. 
To reduce labor requirements 
with beef cows, these three pointe 
are emphasized—handle the adult 
brood cows as a single unit, elim­ 
inate hauling and handling of feed 
and build a corral or chute to 
spray and treat cattle. 
Two different system of rear­ 
ing pullets are practiced in Penn­ 
sylvania. One is to grow them in 
complete confinement, never let­ 
ting them out on the ground at 
all. The other is to range-rear 
the birds allowing about 500 birds 
to the acre. There are advan­ 
tages to both systems. 
if the range is covered with a 
good sod there will be a saving 
in the feed costs of rearing pul­ 
lets. There are some who also 
feel that the sunshine and fresh 
air will help to raise a stronger 
pullet. When range rearing is 
practiced it frequently is neces­ 
sary to fence the entire area. 
Many poultrymen have to close 
up their shelters each night and 
open them early in the morning 
because (rf predatory animals. 
Good pullets can be grown in 
confinement provided the birds 
are given plenty of room and a 
complete 
ration. 
Overcrowding 
will cause stunted pullets and 
may aggravate cannibalism prob­ 
lems. 
This method of rearing requires 
additional investments in build­ 
ings, but growlers following this 
system feel that it requires less 
labor and that they know where 
their birds are al all tunes. It 
also lessens the hazard (rf soil 
contamination and the danger of 
losses from predatory animals. 
Modern tractors are responsible 
for a major share of the tremen­ 


dous increase in farmer efficiency 
in recent years. 
There were 5.160,000 tractors on 
our farms in 195*1—a net increase 
of almost 2.7 million since 1945. 
The biggest percentage increase 
was in garden tractors with less 
than nine-belt 
ho*'sepower and 
drawbar capacity for one 12-inch 
plow. In 1941. there were about 
10.000 on farms. This number ex­ 
ceeded 400.000 in 1959 and com­ 
prised eight per cent of the total 
wi farms that year. 
Tractors today are lighter in 
weight. In 1958. tractors with 22- 
drawbar horsepower had one-third 
the weight of similar horsepower 
tractors 50 years ago. Of wheel 
tractors in 1947. about 70 per cent 
were classified as general-purpose 
machines. Approximately 90 per 
cent of them were of this type in 
1958. 
In 1959. more than a third of 
whet'! tractors produced burned 
diesel fuel or LP gas. As recently 
as 1950. however, gasoline-pow­ 
ered tractors made up about 90 
per cent of the wheel tractors on 
farms. 
How long do tractors last? The 
AHS study’ of 1927 to 1956 statis­ 
tics indicates that them useful 
life averages 16 years. About two- 
thirds of the wheel tractors on 
farms in 1956 were less than IO 
years old. Their average age was 
nine years.

Rockefellers Flee Early 
Morning $500,000 Fire 


ALBANY, N. Y. (AP) - Gov. 
and Mrs. Nelson A. Rockefeller 
fled to safety early Friday as a 
flash fire wrecked New York’s 
historic old executive mansion 
and destroyed pictures and art 
objects 
valued 
at 
more 
than 
$250,000. 
The governor, reused by his 
wife, climbed from a second-floor 
bedroom window to the roof of a 
shelter over the main entrance 
and directed firemen in the res­ 
cue of three servants, temporari­ 
ly Isolated by flames in their 
third-floor quarters. 
CAUSE NOT KNOWN 
All occupants of the turreted, 
Victorian - style 
residence 
that 
once housed Presidents Grover 
Cleveland and 
two Roosevelts, 
Theodore and Franklin D., es­ 
caped down ladders without in­ 
jury. 
Rockefeller conservatively esti­ 
mated the total loss at $500,000. 
Paintings charred 
by flames 
that apparently originated in the 
basement and swept up to main- 
floor music room and to the 
second-floor 
bedrooms 
included 
numerous old masters valued at 
about $200,000. They were given 
to the mansion by W. Averell 
Harriman, 
Rockefeller’s 
imme­ 
diate predecessor in office. 
The cause of the fire was not 
determined. 
The fire was brought under con­ 
trol about an hour after it was 
discovered. 
The disheveled governor toured 
the lower flows of the 40-room 
mansion with firemen as soon as 
the flames were extinguished 


“I liked the old building,” he 
sighed as he ended the tour. “The 
pictures must be a total loss.” He 
referred to the Harriman collec­ 
tion, which included works of such 
artists as 
Gilbert 
Stuart and 
Thomas Sully, as well as many 
of his own prized contemporary 
paintings on the second-floor gal­ 
lery. 
The Rockefellers dug into their 
private funds after his election as 
governor in 1958, and spent thou­ 
sands (rf dollars redecorating and 
renovating the three-story man­ 
sion. An enthusiastic collector, he 
filled the rooms with paintings 
and sculpture, most of it modern 
Firemen saved a portrait of the 
governor’s father, John D. Rocke­ 
feller Jr., six pen and ink draw­ 
ings by Pablo Picasso, and a 
pencil drawing by Vincent Van 
Gogh. All were in the private 
quarters of the Rockefellers, in 
the section of the brick mansion 
that suffered relatively little dam­ 
age,

TEN CONVICTS 


ARE INJURED 


IN RACE RIOTS 


By JOHN WHEELER 
FOLSOM, Calif. (AP)-Ten con­ 
victs 
were 
injured at Folsom 
Prison Friday night in a race riot 
that broke out in a mess hall. 
Some were hit by flying trays 
and plates, others by lead rico­ 
cheting from the ceiling when 
guards fired warning shots. 
Six Negroes and four whites 
were 
injured, 
none 
critically. 
Warden Robert Heinze said the 
outburst 
erupted 
from 
tension 
over the black supremacy Mus­ 
lim sect at the huge penitentiary 
near Sacramento. 
Heinze described the situation 
today as 
"incendiary,” with a 
serious threat of new outbreaks 
between Negro and white prison­ 
ers. 
TOSSED MESS TRAY 
A white convict, Joe C. Crotf- 
land, (rf Alameda County, tossed 
his me?vs tray into a group of 
seated Negroes in dining hall No. 
I Friday night and touched off 
a free for all involving scores of 
prisoners, Heinze said. 
Guards fired their revolvers to­ 
ward the ceiling in warning, and 
the melee broke up with prison­ 
ers scurrying under dining ta­ 
bles. Two men were wounded by 
"spattered bullets.” 
Earlier in the day 24 Negroes, 
including 
ll 
Muslim 
leaders, 
w’ere transferred to Soledad Pris­ 
on in what officials called a se­ 
curity move to break tension at 
this maximum .security facility. 
SOUGHT INCIDENTS 
Warden 
Heinze 
traced 
the 
flareup in part to "sit-ins” by 
Muslims in 
dining areas which 
white prisoners considered theirs 
by tradition. He said the Muslims 
aggressively sought to create in­ 
cidents. 
Heinze said there is no racial 
segregation at the prison, but 
added it works out that way in 
the dining hall where prisoners 
are allowed to select their own 
tables and meal companions. 
"The Muslims definitely do not 
have the support of the majority 
of the Negroes here. As a matter 
of fact, many actively oppose the 
movement,” the warden said. 
Heinze estimated there still are 
about 30 active Muslims at the 
prison, but said the dining hall 
outbreak may have won 
more 
converts. 
"We’ve got to find them.” he 
said. 
Muslims are members of a Ne­ 
gro nationalist movement which 
claims its race will be the only 
one to survive. It preaches segre­ 
gation from whites.

W A S H I N G T O N (A P )- De­ 
pressed areas legislation has won 
the first of the many Capitol Hill 
approvals necessary to get the pro- j 
gram into operation this year, 
A Senate Banking Subcommit­ 
tee cleared a $394 million bill late

A House banking subcom m ittee

The bill carries federal loan and 
grant funds designed to help a t­ 
tract new job-making industries to 
such long distressed communities 
as textile, mining and railroad 
towns abandoned by their m ain 
industries. 
Included are three HOO million 
loan funds which would be used 
to help build plants in depressed 
industrial and rural areas and to 
provide public facilities such as 
w ater system s needed to attract 
new industries 
Another $75 million in grants ie 
provided for public facilities in 
sections so hard hit they cannot 
serv ice loans 
TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE 
Also included are $4 5 million 
for technical assistance grants to 
distressed areas for working out 
redevelopm ent plans; 
IO million 
for subsistence payments to work­ 
ers 
undergoing 
retraining, 
and 
$4.5 million for the actual retrain­ 
ing, 


The sum for retraining was add­ 
ed to the original bill by the sub­ 
com m ittee Thursday, Douglas de­ 
scribed it as a highly important 
provision. 


He said this m o n e y could be 
used to train workers not only for 
work in plants brought into de­ 
pressed areas but for jobs in oth­ 
er parts of t he country

^tiring the summer of 1959 most television viewers 
were looking for a change in television fare. The 
era of Westerns seemed doomed. How wrong they were 
we know too well! Yet it was during this period that net­ 
work executives, producers, writers and agents were 
burning the midnight oils. 
In their frantic attempt to get 
on the bandwagon of whatever 
would be the new craze, a certain 
amount of desperation was in evi­ 
dence. Would the trend be family, 
comedy, situation comedy, or fan­ 
tasy? 
The recent success of a new 
young writer, Rod Serling, made 
him a good bet for consideration. 
Serling who already held Emmy 
awards for his memorable tele­ 
plays “Patterns,” “Requiem for 
a Heavyweight” and “The Co­ 
median,” convinced the network 


VIP’s (hat the television viewer 
was fed up with dusty cowboys 
and the quick draw. Rod Serling 
promised to take viewers “on an 
excursion into a wondrous land 
of fantasy and fiction.” 
Although the winning of three 
Emmys was a feather in his cap, 
it was still slim foundation for 
the green 
light 
by television 
executives for a network series 
show. Except for the Emmys and 
a second prize award on the an­ 
nual “Dr. Christian” competi- 
tion, Serling had very little more 


tto offer than a file full of re­ 
jected scripts, burning ambition 
and belief in himself. 
DESPERATE D A Y S" 
But there were some desperate 
days in the network conference 
rooms. Imaginative steps had to 
be taken and Rod Serling’s "jour­ 
neys into imagination” seemed to 
fit the bill. 
“It was the big break I was 
looking for. I had no doubts that 
I had to deliver the goods to stay, 
but, believe me, I had no doubt 
I could do it.” Rod reminisced 
as he sat esconced in his high 
back office chair. 
“The only 
boundaries would be the limits of 
imagination, and believe me, I 
had to have plenty of imagina­ 
tion to have gotten this far.”
